The Sikeston plant will prob­ 
ably be similar to the Cairo, 111., 
branch factory, which is divided 
into three sections. One building, 
constructed of wood, is used for 
seed storage. This section is fit­ 
ted with air ducts to keep air cir­ 
culating so that the seed will re­ 
main dry. 
From that building, the seed is 
taken to shakers which sift dirt 


from it. Next, it is crushed, cook­ 
ed, and then placed in a hydraulic 
press, where oil is squeezed out. 
The remainder of the seed leaves 
this machine in the form of a hard 
ceam cake, which is later ground. 
The oil is sold for use in sev­ 
eral commercial 
products, 
chief 
among them cooking compounds 
such as Snowdrift. The 
ground 
meal cake is sold as a livestock 
feed. 
The plant will occupy about ten 
acres of land and will 
have 
a 
maximum capacity of 100 tons of 
seed in a twenty-four hour day. 
The process of crushing seed will 
be ground only in the 
daytime. 
The factory will

during the fall, winter and early 
spring months.

February 15, 1812, a group of 
canoes glided rapidly down the 
Columbia river, swept around an 
intervening cape into a quiet bay, 
when suddenly, on a high point 
of land, they were confronted by 
the sight of a fortress. Shouts of 
joy rang from each canoe; tired 
arms sped the little boats across 
the water toward the longsought 
haven. At last, after eleven long 
weary 
months, 
William 
Price 
Hunt’s overlanders had 
reached 
Astoria. 
Hunt’s expedition, which, with 
its 
sea-going 
complement, 
the 
Tonquin, was to have united both 
land and sea forces at Astoria in 
the building up of John 
Jacob 
Astor’s powerful fur-trading em­ 
pire, 
resulted 
in total 
failure. 
Nevertheless, Astor’s bold venture 
came to constitute a basic claim 
of the United States to Oregon, 
while Hunt’s arrival 
at Astoria 
laid the foundations of the 
re­ 
nowned Oregon Trail. 
H unt’s famous expedition 
as­ 
cended the Missouri by boat from 
St. Louis, October 21, 1810. After 
an enforced 
wintering 
on 
the 
river and a 1300 mile journey up 
the Missouri, the expedition de­ 
parted on its celebrated overland 
march to the Pacific. 
July 
18, 
1811. 
The long trip up the river is 
historic for its 1100 mile race be­ 
tween Hunt and Lisa of the Rocky 
Mountain 
Fur 
Company. 
Lisa, 
who started up the Missouri 19 
days after Hunt, desired to gain 
the protection of 
Hunt’s 
larger 
party for his smaller one while 
passing through the Sioux coun­ 
try. Hunt, who had enticed 
into 
his services Pierre Dorion, Lisa’s 
half-breed interpreter, desired to 
avoid Lisa and pressed with haste 
ahead of him up the river. 
An exciting account of the race 
is given in the journal of John 
Bradbury, who , with Nutal, a fel­ 
low English naturalist, accompan­ 
ied Hunt up the river. More than 
sixty days the two expeditions e n ­ 
gaged in a thrilling rivalry. At one 
time the veteran Lisa made seven­ 
ty-five miles in twenty-four hours 
and eventually w-on the race. At 
another time, when the two men 
came together, a duel was nar­ 
rowly averted between Hunt and 
Lisa. 
The long race, through known 
and relatively safe country, was 
terminated by the arrival of the 
expedition at the Arickara 
vil­ 
lages on the upper Missouri, June 
12, 1811. Here Hunt, prompted by 
fear of the hostile Blackfoot In­ 
dians, whose territory lay ahead, 
determined to abandon the route 
of Lewis and Clark and to make 
his historict overland march 
to 
Astoria. Accordingly, after sever­ 
al weeks spent in reoutfitting his 
expedition. Hunt with his party 
of sixty-four, including Dorion’s 
Indian wife and two small chil­ 
dren. and with eighty-two horses 
most of which were laden with 
merchandise, departed amidst om- 
nious forebodings, on his long and 
dangerous march to the Pacific. 
The next phase of the trip, 
to 
Fort Henry, a distance ol approx­ 
imately 900 miles, lay through a 
vast wilderness virtually as track­ 
less as the ocean For the great­ 
er part of the distance the mem­ 
bers of the expedition trudeg on 
foot; Pierre Dorion % wife not ex­ 
cepted. Of this resolute woman, 
the first to 
travel 
the 
Oregon 
trail and the first to make her 
home in Oregon, it has been rec­ 
orded that no man in the expedi­ 
tion exhibited more patience and 
fortitude than she. On October 8th 
after 
laborously 
crossing 
the 
Bighorn and Wind River ranges. 
tht> party arrived at Fort Henry 
on the north fork of Snake River. 
Here the weary party, after de­ 
ciding to abandon their 
horses 
and to take to canoes, spent two 
weeks 
constructing 
a 
flotilla, 
cached their supplies, and on Oc­ 
tober 19, entrusted themselves *o 
the waters of the river. Nine days 
later, disaster occurred in the tur­ 
bulent, boling waters of Cauldron 
Linn. The forlorn party was for­ 
ced to abandon any further idea 
of navigating the river. 
The trials and hardships of the 
expedition on its final and most 
difficult phase of 
the 
overland 
are vividly recorded in Washing­ 
ton Irving’s 
Astoria. 
December 
30th, amidst the snows of winter, 
Dorion’s wife gave birth to

ed at the camp of friendly In­ 
dians in a warm and

This section Is fit­ 
ted with air ducts to keep air cir­ 
culating so that the seed will re­ 
main dry. 
From that building, the seed is 
taken to shakers which sift dirt 


from it. Next, it is crushed, cook­ 
ed. and then placed in a hydraulic 
press, where oil is squeezed out. 
The remainder of the seed leaves 
this machine in the form of a hard 
ceam cake, which is later ground. 
The oil is sold for use in sev­ 
eral commercial 
products, 
chief 
among them cooking com pounds 
such as Snowdrift. The

The result of this method were 
i so good that other courts began 
to use it. After a while

made legal under the

¡probation: and 
all the 
criminal 
courts were required to have pro- 
j bation officers to do the work that 
j Father Clark had begun. 
At first the method was con­ 
fined to juvenile offenders, but it 
• is now applied in many states to 
| adult first offenders also, and very

from the disgrace and the degra- 
i dation, which too often follows a 
term in jail. 
About 30 years ago, the inter­ 
national Prison Congress met in 
Rome, Italy. It was attended by 
prison directors and officials from 
every country in Europe, and sev­ 
eral on this side of the ocean The 
probation plan was reported, and 
it was acclaimed as the most im­ 
portant new step in criminal pro­ 
cedure which had been presented 
at that Congress. Since then many 
countries have adopted the plan. 
It is one of the several new me­ 
thods w'hieh have been begun in 
the U. S.
